ALBERTA  HERITAGE  SCHOLARSHIP  FUND 

Funded  by  a  $100  million  endowment  from  the  Alberta 
Heritage  Savings  Trust  Fimd,  the  Alberta  Heritage 
Scholarship  Fimd  is  designed  to  stimulate  the  pursuit  of 
excellence  by  recognizing  outstanding  achievement  and 
by  encouraging  and  assisting  Albertans  to  achieve  their 
fullest  potential  -  whether  intellectual,  cultural,  social  or 
physical.  The  following  is  a  brief  description  of  the 
scholarship  program  specific  to  athletes. 

Jimmie  Condon  Athletic  Scholarships 

Approximately  1,200  scholarships  valued  at  $1,000  each 
are  awarded  to  students  at  universities,  colleges,  and 
technical  institutes.  Students  must  be  members  of 
designated  teams,  or  be  recognized  under  the  Alberta 
Athlete  Development  Program  either  as  members  of  a 
provincial  disabled  athlete  team  or  as  a  participant  in 
designated  sports. 


Charles  S.  Noble  Scholarship  for  College  Hockey 

Scholarships  valued  at  $1,000  each  are  awarded  to 
participants  in  college  hockey  who  are  enrolled  full- 
time  and  are  nominated  by  their  team.  The  awards  are 
co-sponsored  by  the  Alberta  Heritage  Scholarship  Fund 
and  the  Alberta  Colleges  Athletic  Conference. 

Charles  S.  Noble  Junior  "A"  Hockey  Scholarships 

Five  scholarships  of  $650  are  awarded  to  individuals 
who  have  participated  in  Junior  "A"  Hockey  and  who 
are  currently  enrolled  in  full-time  post-secondary  study 
in  Alberta.  Nominations  are  made  by  their  respective 
team.  The  awards  are  co-sponsored  by  the  Alberta 
Heritage  Scholarship  Fund  and  the  Junior  "A"  Hockey 
League. 

Bill  Hunter  Scholarship 

One  scholarship  valued  at  $1,000  is  awarded  to  a  full- 
time  student  attending  the  Northern  Alberta  Institute 
of  Technology  who  best  exemplifies  athletic  and 
leadership  quahties  as  well  as  academic  achievement. 
Students  should  contact  the  awards  office  at  NA.I.T. 
regarding  nomination  procedures. 

RoUie  Miles  Scholarship 

One  scholarship  valued  at  $1,000  is  available  to  reward 
an  Edmonton  high  school  graduate  who  best 
exemplifies  academic  and  athletic  excellence  and  is 
pursuing  post-secondary  study  in  a  Faculty  of  Physical 
Education.  Nomination  information  is  available  from 
Edmonton  high  school  counsellors.

ALBERTA  REGISTRIES 

CORPORATE  REGISTRY 

Corporate  Registry  of  Alberta  Municipal  Affairs  is 
responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Societies  Act. 
Along  with  the  advantages  of  incorporating  there  are 
also  responsibilities.  If  an  association  does  not  Uve  up 
to  those  responsibiUties,  Corporate  Registry  could 
cancel  its  registration. 

A  society  can  find  out  some  of  its  duties  by  calling 
Corporate  Registry's  24-hour  telephone  system.  This 
touch  tone  system  is  called  Corporate  Link.  It  lets 
callers  listen  to  recorded  messages.  The  Corporate 
Link  number  in  Edmonton  is  (403)  427-2311.  In 
Calgary,  associations  can  reach  Corporate  Link  at  (403) 
297-3442.  Cedlers  can  listen  to  detaUed  information  on 
societies  by  selecting  topic  7725. 

Here  are  some  of  the  responsibilities  of  a  registered 
society: 

1.  Annual  General  Meetings 

Societies  must  hold  a  general  meeting  every  year. 
The  society  must  present  a  financial  statement  to 
the  members.  This  statement  must  include  the 
society's  income,  expenses,  assets,  and  liabihties. 
The  society's  auditor  must  sign  the  financial 
statement. 

2.  Annual  Returns 

Each  year,  a  society  must  file  an  annual  return  at 
Corporate  Registry.  Corporate  Registry  will  mail 
an  aimual  return  form  to  the  society.  If  a  society 
does  not  receive  its  annual  return,  it  can  get  one 
from  Corporate  Registry.  To  order  annual  retiu^n 
forms,  did  Corporate  Link  in  Calgary  or 
Edmonton  and  select  topic  7500. 

The  society  must  send  its  annual  return  to 
Corporate  Registry.  It  must  include  the  following: 

$8.00  filing  fee. 

Names,  addresses  and  positions  of  current  officers 
and/or  directors.

3.  Registered  OfHce 

A  society  must  have  a  registered  office  address  in 
Alberta.  If  this  address  changes,  the  society  must 
fde  an  address  change  at  Corporate  Registry 
within  15  days.  To  order  address  chjmge  forms, 
call  Corporate  Link  and  select  topic  7500.

4.     Registry  of  Members 

A  society  must  keep  a  membership  register.  The 
renter  must  include: 

The  name  and  address  of  each  member. 
The  start  date  and  end  date  of  the  membership. 
The  type  of  membership,  if  the  society  has 
different  types  of  membership. 

The  society  must  keep  the  membership  renter  at 
the  registered  office.  It  must  be  available  for  the 
members  to  look  at.

The  Alberta  Gaming  Commission  Ucenses  bingos, 
casinos,  pull  ticket  and  raffle  events.  Only  charitable  or 
religious  organizations  may  be  licensed  to  conduct 
these  activities  and  the  proceeds  must  be  used  for 
charitable  or  religious  purposes. 

A  group  must  submit  an  application  for  review.  Each 
appUcation  is  reviewed  on  its  own  merit.  The  following 
guidelines  are  used  to  assist  in  the  review. 

1.  Nature  of  Group 

A  "charity"  provides  a  public  service  or  community 
benefit. 

2.  Membership,  Programs  and  Structure 

Membership  in  the  group  must  be  voluntary.  The 
executive  must  be  chosen  from  its  volunteer  base. 
Members,  directors,  and  officers  must  not  be  paid. 
Programs  must  benefit  the  community,  not  the 
members'  self-interest. 

The  group  must  be  not-for-profit,  and  have  a 
broad  based  volunteer  membership.  The 
volimteers  establish,  maintain  and  deUver  the 
group's  progrjuns.

Most  provincial  recreation  associations  provide 
programs  and  services  with  or  to  clubs  located 
in  communities  throughout  Alberta.  The  clubs 
provide  recreation  progr<uns  directly  to 
Albertans.

3.  To  strengthen  and  support  the  capacity  of  the 
physical  activity  system  to  meet  the  physical 
activity  needs  of  Canadians  and  integrate 
physical  activity  into  daily  life;  and, 

4.  Increase  equity  and  access  to  a  broad  range  of 
physical  activity  opportunities,  especially  those 
populations  which  face  barriers  to 
participation.

The  Fitness  Directorate  assumes  several  roles  in  the 
pursuit  of  its  goals.

COACHING  ASSOCLVTION  OF  CANADA 

Formed  in  1971,  the  Coaching  Association  of  Canada 
(CAC)  provides  expertise  and  guidance  in  the  develop- 
ment of  coaching  education  programs,  services  and 
publications  to  improve  coaching  effectiveness.  The 
primziry  objectives  for  the  future  are  focussed  at 
improvement,  implementation  and  delivery  of  the 
National  Coaching  Certification  Program  (NCCP)  and 
establishment  of  coaching  as  a  viable  career  within  the 
Canadian  sport  system.

This  annual  conference  provides  advanced 
education  for  national  coaches  and  coaches  of 
carded  athletes. 

4.  NCCP  Trainers  Conference 

A  conference  for  NCCP  Theory  and  Technical 
Course  conductors.  This  conference  provides 
advanced  training  and  delivery  skills. 

5.  Career  Development  for  Women  in  Coaching 

This  program  is  designed  to  increase  employment 
opportunities  by  providing  wage  subsidies  and 
professional  development  grants  to  women  in 
coaching. 

6.  Special  Education  Projects  Program 

This  program  provides  grants  for  national  level 
coaches  to  complete  an  individually  tailored 
progrjun  related  to  high-performzmce  coaching. 

7.  National  Coaching  Institutes 

The  CAC  supervises  the  operation  of  National 
Coaching  Institutes  accredited  at  five  universities. 
The  Institutes  offer  Level  4  certification  and  a 
Master's  Degree  in  coaching,  which  combines 
sport  science,  sport  specific  coaching  theory  and 
practical  coaching.  A  one-year  diploma  program 
for  non-degree  candidates  is  also  available. 
Coaching  scholarships  are  available. 

8.  Coach  Recognition  Program 

This  program  acknowledges  and  rewards  out- 
standing contributions  to  coaching  at  the 
community,  provincial  and  national  levels. 

9.  Community  Coaching  Conferences

Two  compulsory  sports  -  athletics  and  swimming;  eight 
others  chosen  by  the  host  country  from:  badminton, 
bowls,  boxing,  cycling,  judo,  shooting,  table  tennis, 
weightUfting,  wrestling,  diving,  synchronized  swimming, 
rhythmic  gymnastics,  ju^chery,  canoeing,  fencing, 
gymnastics,  rowing,  yachting,  squash  and  tennis. 

The  purpose  of  the  Games  is  to  promote  goodwill  and 
understanding  among  the  diverse  peoples  of  the 
Commonwealth.  The  cultiu'al  activities,  which  have 
formed  an  important  element  in  recent  Games,  tend  to 
enhance  the  understanding  and  knowledge  of  the 
different  peoples  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  XV  Commonwealth  Games  were  held  in  Victoria, 
British  Columbia,  August  18-28, 1994. 

The  XVI  Commonwealth  Games  will  be  held  in  Kuala 
Limipur,  Malaysia,  September  10-20, 1998.
